"of the ſubſtance + for as coldneſs and drineſs is the cauſe

-j-- ;” Nevertheleb. we are to-underſtand this, that the 
* temper of the Stones are not alike in all, for in ſome* 
they are far colder than in others. And. therefore 
thoſe, who have hot Telticles, are more falacious and

'The one of theſe motions 
which is made upward is voluntary, as being made by 
the Muſcles ; but the motion downward is.a forced 
motion, not hapning without the laxity of the Muſ- 
cles ; the Teſticles, through their own weight, falling 
downwards. Theſe Muſcles are called Cremaſters, 
their uſe being to draw up: the Teſticles to ſhorten

'HE firucture of the Yard is. not unknown, 
-that is to ſay, at the root of the ſhare:bone-in 
the hinder part of the- Hypogaſtrion or lower part of 
the belly, where the hair grows; which bone is cal- 
led, Os pubis. Though the greateſt part of it, is not 
pendent without, but adjoining to the Pogex, is fitua- 
ted near the joining of the ſhare-bone, being faſt knit 
to It in the Perinaum, or ſpace between the Cods and 
the Fundament ; the other part is pendent and is ſeen 
hanging outward. This ſituation is moſt appropria- 
ted to the manner of the aCt of generation, uſual and ' 
peculiar to men, who do not couple after the manner 
| of Beaſts. The figure of ir is in a manner round, 
though not exaQtly ; broader in the upper part which 
is called the back of the Yard: eas 7 
The thickneſs and longitudeof the Yard is ſo much 
as is required for Procreation ; yet it is not ſo long as. 
in many other creatures. Yea, and in ſeveral men 
there is a very great diverſity ; little men being for 
the moſt part, beſt provided in that part : It isa gene- 
ral received opinion, that the often uſe of Venery doth 
increaſe the quantity of it in all dimenſions. _

ans, and Anatomiſts, have denied that Women have . 
Seed. Some Women, fays Dr. Harvey, fend forth - 


no ſuch humour as is called Seed, and yer they con+ 


ceive; for I have known feveral Women, ſays he, 


that have bin fruitful enough withour ſuch emitſion, 
yea, ſome that after they begun to emit ſuch an hu- 
mour,. tho' indeed they took greater pleaſure in Caq- 
 pulation, yer grew lefs fruitful than before. T here 


are alſo infinite inſtances of Women, who tho' they 
have pleaſure in Copulation,. yet ſend forth nothing, 


and notwithſtanding conceive. Ir is moreover to be 
_ obſerved, thar the humour is caſt out, and iffues moſt 
commonly from abour the Clytorzs, and Orikfice of the 
Privities, and very rarely from any depth within the 
neck of the Womb, but never within the Womb ir 
ſelf, fo. as that it ſhould be there mixed with the mans 
Seed ; beſides it is not ropy and oyly like Seed, bur 
ſerous like Urine. We mult therefore agree with. thar 
- new, but neceſſary Opinion, that ſuppoſes thele little

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Liquer is ſent forth in a 'greater quantity, than can 
be tupplyed fronvthem, and -alfo, becauſe they have

cle, whereof ſome are far leſs-than others : The ob- 
jxCtion of the Galeniſts againſt the Ariſtorelians, (wit.

blood from the Emulgent, for the generation of Wo-

The Veflels alſo in-women are ſhorter than in men, 
becauſe the way is not ſo- far to the Stones ; which 
brevity of the Veſlels is lengthned out by the many 
turnings and windings. with which thoſe Veſlels are 
endued. In the middle way, thoſe Veſſels divide them- 
ſelves like a Fork, the greater part going to the Stones, 
carrying the matter for Seed ; 'the leſſer is carried to 
the womb, | where it ſcatters it ſelf all along the ſides 
of it, - for the nutrition of the Womb. 


As for the Arteries, they afford the blood which is 
more full of ſpirits to perfect the Seed. JS.

B Of the Urility of the'Stones. 


HE uſe of the Stones in Women, is the ſame as 

in men; that s to ſay,to prepare the Seed, and 

to make ir tit for procreation. They are ſeated with- 
in, that they ſhould not want a continual heat, to che- 
riſh them ; for the matter of Seed being colder in wo- 
.men than in men, it requires a greater heat, which ix 
would of neceſlity want, wet: the Stones placed out- 
ward, like thoſe of men ; and for that cauſe are they

Their figure is not exactly round, but LORA 
depraſffed, that the little 'Meanders of the TR 
veins diſperſedthrough the Membrane, from * 
the Stones to the deferent Veſlels, might have more 
room to be incerted for the attration of the Seed, out 
of the whole ſubſtance of the Stones.. The inequality 
and ruggedneſs of them makes for the longer ſtay of 
the Seed in. thoſe crooked and winding Veſlels.

a. ra Py common, with _ true CG, 
| . as the ſuppreſſion of the flowers, de- 
praved appetite, vomitings, ſwelling of rhe belly, and 
of the breaſts; fo that it is a hard thing to diſtinguiſh 
the one from the other : only theſe that follow are 
more properly the {igns of a falſe than true concep- 
tion. For in a falſe Conception, the face is ordina- 
rily puffed up ; the breaſts, that at the firſt were 
ſwollen, afterwards become, every day more than o- 
ther, ſofter and lanker, and without Milk. In fines 
the face, the breaſt, the arms, the thighs and groyns 
grow lank and meager : The: belly waxes hard, . as 
happens to thoſe who are troubled with the Dropſie, 
and almof of an equal roundneſs ; with many prick- 
ing pains, at the bottom of the belly, which have 
ſcarce any intermiſhon ;. which is the cauſe that they 
can hardly ſleep, being encumbered with a heavy and 
dead burthen. .

communication, .by continuity with thoſe that paſs to- 
the Womb. Now the Womb; which has. a very ex- 
quilite Senſe, becauſe of 'its membranous compoſition, - 
beginning to/ wax bigger, feels ſome pain, which be- 
ing'at the ſame time communicated by this continuity 
of nerves to'the upper Orifce of the Stomach, cauſe 
there theſe Vomitings ; for Women that were in'good 
health, before they conceived, Vomit from the firſt day 
of their being with Child, tho' they have no 11] humours 
in their Stomach. .

Women with child are ſubje& to Daenand ſvellings 
of the Legs and Thighs, which are ſometimes alſo 
full of red Spots, which much obſtructs their walking; 
theſe are occaſioned by abundance of Blood, - for Wo- 
men. that are ſanguine are molt ſubje& ro thele ſwel- 
lings and pains, much walking and excerciſe do alfo 
occaſion them ; to remedy or prevent which, a Wo- 
man ſo affected ſhould keep her Bed, and it there be 
ſigns of fulneſs gf Blood, ſhe may be blooded in the- 
Arm; but if ſhe be forced to walk about, her Legs 
muſt be {waithed, beginning below and ſwaithing up-. 
wards. But in ſome Women, theſe ſwellings are oc- 
caſhoned by weaknefs and flegmarick humours, and if- 
you preſs the ſwelling it will pit, as is uſual in Dropſies. 
In this caſe the natural-heat 1s not able to concott the 
nouriſhment,and to drive out that which is ſuperfluous ; - 
for this ſort of ſwelling make a bath of Camomile, -

_ firſt ro laſt receives nothing from the head ; (fays he)

And becauſe the beating Bladders, and the 
fanguinous Fibres that are made from it, and are ſeen 
Grit of all, it ſeems as if the blood were before its Re- 
ceptacles. This Worthy Author, in his Treatiſe of

What 1s to be done to a woman pr Entl after m— De- 
tvery. 


PRcinty after a woman is delivered, if ſhe have 
had a fore Travel, they ought to caſt her into the 
$kin of a Sheep flead alive, and put about her Rezns as 
| hot as may be; upon her Belly alſo lay the Skin of a 
Hare flead alive, having cut the Throat of it after- 
wards, and rubbed the Skin with' the Blood, which is 
to be clapt as warm as may be to her Belly. _ © 

This cloſes up the dilatations made by the Birth, and 
chaſes from thoſe parts the ill and melancholy Blood. 
Theſe remedies are to be kept on two hours in Winter, 
and one hour in Summer. 

After this ſwathe the Woman with a Napkth about 
a quarter of a.yard large, having before chated the bel-, 
ly with Oyl of St. Fohr's-wort. Then raiſe .up the 
Matrix with a linnen Cloath many times folded ; then 
with a little pillow-abour a quarter of a yard long! cover' 
her Flanks, then uſe the Swathe, beginning a little a- 
bove the Hanches, yet rather higher than lower, wind- 
ing it pretty tite, Lay alfo warm Cloaths upon the

the ſame to kher.. For the Stomach and Conſtitution of 
the one is tender and weak, and the Conſtitution and 
Stomach of the other ſtrong and luſty ; which will not 
be fatisfhed with ordinary Viands: For if you give to 
one of theſe ſtrong Stomachs preſently after their deli-

rawneſs which ſo much endamageth generation, as that 
of: Wine, being ſo vaporous and ſubtle a. Liquor. 
Whereupon a Law was anciently enated in the Gar- 
thaginian Commonwealth, which prohibited the mar- 
ried couple to taſte of Wine that day they were to per- 
form the rights of the Marriage Bed. The third is,
